REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues on page 1 1 of the remarks that "they are not the actual end and start packets identifying the ending of one 
program and the starting of another program" and therefore the cited sections of Gorbatov do not read on the claim. The 
examiner notes that a careful reading of the claim shows that nowhere does it say that the cited ATVEF triggers must be the 
actual end and start data packets; the claim merely specifies "a means for detecting" the start and end data packets. Since these 
ATVEF triggers do so, the examiner maintains they read on the claim. Regarding Applicant's argument that Gorbatov fails to 
show "and the end data packet of a preceding program and the start dat packet for a following program are combined in a 
common data packet," the examiner points to the reasoning in the previous Office Action as well as to column 4, lines 8-12 which 
says a trigger may be included in a single IP multicast packet. Finally. Applicant argues the combination teaches away from the 
claimed invention and therefore the combination is improper, further indicating that Gorbatov adds packet overhead. The 
examiner notes that nowhere in the claim does it mention any packet overhead, as well as column 8, lines 46-50 says there may 
be zero triggers (which would naturally not increase packet overhead). Even if triggers were included in the stream, column 4 
lines 4-7 states they may be embedded in the data stream, and still further column 8, lines 51-57 state the event notifications may 
be transmitted over the Internet (which would also not affect the packet overhead in the data stream because they'd use a 
separate protocol). Thus the examiner maintains the original rejections to the claims..
